All who have related from actual experience 


how an eaithquake feels, agiee in describing 
the sensation as one of peculiar sickening 
fright and despair, as if the bottom bad fallen 
out of the world and the whole universe was 
going to pieces In "Travels in Peru and 
Mexico," the writer gives Juao Komero s Btoiy 
of aiecent terrc raoto in tha equatorial Sierias, 
from which he and his cattle were sufferers 


At the hrst warning rumble m the giound, 


himself and his family and his woikmen all 
quitted their occupations and ran to the middle 
of an open field 


But bofoio v,o icached this the earth 


tiembled violently beneath oui feet, and we 
wero all thrown to tho ground. We weie all, 
however, soon on our feet again, ami in a post 
tjon of comparative safety where we could 
watch the effect of the earthquake upon the 
animals These all stood motionless with their 
legs stietched out and then heads bent dov. n 
almost to the ground, one or two of the cattle 
moaning

the hrst one we eeomea to be drai\n 01 pushed 
from side to aide, but now we felt, for a mm 
ute or more, as if some weight \\ere pressing 
ua to the gi ound, and immediately attei this 
as light as if we were ascending into the an, 
ehowmg that the shock was in the firstjcase 
horizontal, and m the second m a perpcudic 
ular diiection." 


Of his own feelings, Mr Romero said that

I have tacod

chargo is the sum of $377,827.22 for 
the St. Charles bridge over the Mis- 
souri River, $401,500 toward the 
completion of the Humeston and 
ShenDndoah Road, and $906,209.98 
for car trust and other rolling stock 
obligations.

were rendered necessary in order to 
finish new lines commenced in the 
previous year, but the requirements 
of the current year will be compara- 
tively small.

these construction payments, but the

The judge had gone through the re- 
marks which usually precede his call- 
ing attention to special laws, and 
had commenced that part, when the 
foreman, in a very distinct voice, re- 
marked: "Judge, yon can abbreviate 
that part of your charge; I have 
heard it so often that I am perfectly 
familiar with it." 
History don't say 


whether his honor abbreviated the 
charge or not, but the court room 
was full of laughter for the next 
minute, in which the judge was con- 
strained to join.

"Apostolic," one •• Monomachos," one 
"Lonfarnied," one "Blessed," one 
"Soothsayer,'1 one "Dark." one "Im- 
postor," oil o "Brave." ono "Proud," 
one "Terrible,"' one "Xol-to-bo-For- 
eotten," one "jMoneyfack"' and one 
"Liberator;" hut among the host of 
crowned heads that have ruled Russia 
lor the past thousand years there was 
apparently but one " Wise " head, nnJ 
that F. woman's. The great Princess 
Olga of the loath century, the first 
Christian sovereign oJ Russia, is known 
in history as "the Wise." 


Whon the great Prince Vladimir, be- 


ing yet pagan, consulted the repre- 
sentatives of his people ns to what 
religion should be adopted, they an- 
swered: 
"The Greek religion, for 


were it not the best, your Grandmother 
Olga, the wisest of women, would not 
have adopted it;" and the worthy 
grand child followed the example of hia 
grandmother. 
The philosophers of to- 


day, however, would call her rather 
"the Smart or " the Cunning." 


Afler Olga for seven centuries no 


woman ascended the Russian throne. 
In 17 '25, when Peter the Great died, his 
chariaing am! witty wife, "the Rus- 
sian Asphasia," was proclaimed auto- 
oratrix under the name of Cathe^ 
rine. In course of time there were 
three other Empresses, Ann, the niece 
of Poter the Great and murderess of 
the boy Czar, Peter II.; Elizabeth, ihe 
daughter of Peter the Great and mur- 
deress of tho baby Czar, Ivan VI.; and 
Catherine II., the wife and murderess 
of C/.ar Peter III. The poets sang of 
Catlerine II. as "the Northern Seml- 
ramis," and by her great vices andbril* 
liant deeds she fully deserved that ap- 
peliiition. As for Ann nnd Elizabeth, 
the classical name of Messalina would 
be perlectly a; plienble to both.

day, is the wife of the Chief Procurear 
of tlie Holy Synod nnd the most confi- 
dential counsellor of iho Czar.

Some 
times this or thai Minister ot State dooa 
hir isc-lf the honor of paying his respects 
to her. Occasionally she visits ho: 
Mdjestj*, the (Vun!/:i, to ohoer her sou 
in her golden cage. And the Czar him 
self fctheiv alwiiy* ;it liand. Thus i 
ha-i come about that, while the Czar 
keeps away from the capital of his em 
pire, Mme. Pohpdonostzcff has somo 
how found herself to be Ihe center o 
thu Russian political worhl. Instead o 
tho Czar's policy, or Iho Chancellor' 
or the Minister's pol ey. wo hear of the 
Madnmu's policy.
